Mr. Truman also rejected Ful- 
bright’s proposal to put RFC un­ 
der a one-man management.

Two Take Plunge 
In an earlier, smaller jet fight 
Saturday, American Sabres shot 
down one MIG and damaged an­ 
other near Sinuiju in northeast 
Korea. 
The American pilots said they 
saw one MIG plunge 
into 
the 
earth in flames from 1.500 feet. 
They said the other was on its 
back, streaming smoke in a down­ 
ward plunge at low altitude. 
On the ground, two Communist 
forces swung 12 to 13 miles deep 
into South Korea on the 
U. 
S. 
Eighth army’s icy eastern flank. 
An Eighth army spokesman said 
United 
Nations defenders were 
“in contact” with the larger force 
of 5,000 Reds, It was operating in 
the hill country 32 miles inland 
from the Sea of Japan. 
The smaller Communist force 
of 2,000 troops was only IO miles 
inland from the east coast. 
Offensive Anticipated 
There was no indication from 
army headquarters that battle had 
begun. 
Details of the w ar’s biggest air 
battle were sketchy. The air force 
said the fight began at 3:15 p. rn.

The margin of error, said Deputy 
j Civilian Defense Director A. I), 
j Howell, was ohe-tenth of one per 
I cent—“a world record.” 
The staff said a state-wide typ­ 
ing program should be done on a 
contractual bid basis with exist­ 
ing laboratories for not more than 
40 cents per typing. 
Howell said the pilot program 
had cost from 73 cents in Jackson 
—Hie state’s largest so far — to 
$1.59 in Ypsilanti, but that the lat­ 
ter was expensive because it ran 
over the Christmas holidays. 
The staff recommended a state­ 
wide typing program with priority 
for target areas, 
estimating

Dulles appealed to the nation last 
night to build its defense on a 
foundation of collective security 
rather than a Gibraltar of solitary 
preparedness.

the cold war with Soviet Russia 
had shown

Never Impregnable 
“Solitary defense is never im­ 
pregnable,” he said in a cloaked 
reply to former Republican Presi­ 
dent Herbert Hoover’s recent de­ 
mand for a revised foreign pol­ 
icy. 
Hoover urged that the U. S. 
withdraw from Europe and Asia 
and make its oceans the frontiers 
of an American Gibraltar. 
Instead, 
Dulles 
suggested ai 
economic, political and military 
ring around the Soviet world to 
make Russia pay dearly for any j 
new aggression. 
Then, the free world will have 
the “capacity to counter-attack* , 
if all-out war comes, Dulles de- ; 
dared. 
* 
However, Dulles admitted that ( 
not every free country on the rim J 
of Soviet power can be made safe 
against possible Russian assault. 
"To attempt this would be to j 
strength nowhere and bankrupt­ 
cy everywhere,” he said. 
“The places of assembly should

Revenue Up, But Roof 
May Fall In 1952 


LANSING— (ZP) — Michigan’* 
skyrocketing sales tax income to­ 
day raised prospects that the leg­ 
islature may be 
able 
to 
skin 
through 
another 
year 
without 
levying new taxes. 
If they do the roof will fall in 
in 1952, apparently. 
The state revenue department 
reported today that sales tax col­ 
lections for the first six months 
of the current fiscal year totalled 
$120,000,000, or $20,000,000 more 
than the same period a year ago. 
This raised hopes of a $240,000,- 
000 total for the full fiscal year, 
compared to slightly 
less 
than 
$200,000,000 for last year. 
Since the deficit left by the leg­ 
islature for ♦his year is estimated 
at about $16,000,000, a $40,000,000 
boost in sales tax collection could 
just about balance 
the 
current 
budget. This considers the fact that 
one third of the tax goes back to 
cities while the state would have 
the use of two-thirds for the cur­ 
rent year. 
C. J. McNeil, the legislature’s 
fiscal expert, reminded however 
That the delayed-action phase of 
the sales tax division computes the 
schools’ share of the tax on the 
basis of the previous year’s col­ 
lections. 
Thus, McNeil said, the state 
could be faced with rn $108,000,- 
000 due bill owed the schools hi 
1952 and only $22,000,000 left to 
finance the state government—if 
tightening 
economic 
conditions 
should cut the sales tax total beck 
to last year’s level. 
“The sales tax boom this year,* 
McNeil said, “could bring imme­ 
diate relief but a liability which 
would raise the devil a year from 
now.”

Wages Of Domestics 
Must Be Reported 
“Do you have a maid?” 
Not so very many households 
these days can answer yes, but 
those who do have a maid cr any 
other household worker will need 
a copy of a brief booklet bearing 
that question as a title. Carl. L. 
Johnson, manager of the Escana­ 
ba, Michigan social security of­ 
fice, began distributing this book­ 
let today. This colorful leaflet sets 
cut, in a few sentences, just how 
the lady of the house, or any em­ 
ployer of domestic 
help 
in 
or 
around the home, may tell wheth­ 
er or not the worker is brought j 
under the new social security law 
which becomes effective on Jan­ 
uary I. 
Covers Other Help 
The work of 
those 
regularly 
employed in private homes will 
be credited to social security and 
the employer will be responsible 
for reporting wages, along with 
social security taxes, to the coll- 
lector of internal revenue. 
The title of the pamphlet does 


not stop with “Do You Have a 
Maid?” but continues “— 
or a 
laundress? ------- a cook? ------ 
chauffeur? 
gardener? Any of 
these, or any other persons em ­ 
ployed regularly for work in or 
around a private household may 
come under the new law, and Mr. 
Johnson urges their employers to 
request a free copy of the book­ 
let. 
A simple test in the booklet, in 
terms of amount of wages paid 
and regularity 
of 
employment, 
will tell whether a maid or cook 
or laundress will get the protec­ 
tion 
of 
social 
security — and 
whether 
the 
housewife should 
start making reports next year. 
If so, there’s a postage-paid pos­ 
tal card in the government — 
issued booklet which the house­ 
wife should mail in for instruc­ 
tions. 
Booklets Available 
Copies of the booklet are avail­ 
able at all post offices, or may be 
secured at offices of the collec­ 
tor of internal revenue. “Here in 
Escanaba,” said Mr. Johnson, “if 
you’ll just call the social secur­ 
ity office, telephone 738, or drop 
us a postcard, 
asking 
for 
the 
booklet, ‘Do You Have a Maid?* 
we’ll send It to you 
by

rxE S P IT E the intolerance which is still 
rampant in the land, and despite our 
faults and failings, this nation has made 
great progress in grasping the chief vision 
Jesus of Nazareth gave us—the dignity of 
man. 
It is belief in the dignity of man, which 
through labor disputes, wars and revolu­ 
tions, has slowly 
civilized 
the 
world. 
Sometimes its progress has been imper­ 
ceptible because its path lies in the hearts 
of men. And while we can measure dollars 
and cents, it is harder 
to 
measure 
the 
change in men’s hearts. 
Hitler’s greatest mistake was that he 
denied the dignity of man, and this may 
also be the greatest mistake of the leaders 
in Moscow. Christ taught that man was 
the son of God—the fallen son of God arid 
so, capable of doing evil, but still the son 
of God. Hitler, however, assumed that man 
was no more than the brightest of the 
beasts and treated him as such. Hitler op­ 
erated on the premise that, as in the jun­ 
gle, might makes right. 
The leaders of Moscow have been clev­ 
erer than that. They have put forward a 
propaganda which has 
convinced 
many 
parts of the world they are operating for 
the benefit of their fellow men. 
But be­ 
neath this veneer of propaganda is the in­ 
escapable fact that Moscow operates with­ 
out any true understanding of the dignity 
of man. 
In Russia might still makes right, life is 
the cheapest of all commodities and slave- 
labor camps still flourish. 
Herein lies our greatest failure. 
While 
we have gradually carried forward Christ’s 
creed in our own nation, and while we 
have poured great largess in food and m a­ 
terials into Europe, 
we have not trans­ 
mitted with if the basic ideals for which 
we stand. We have not convinced our Eu­ 
ropean friends that our hearts went along 
xv ith the handouts. We have not realized 
that the gift without the giver is bare. 
E q u a l l y important, we have not trans­ 
mitted beyond the Iron Curtain any know­ 
ledge of the burning, fervent desire exist­ 
ing in this country for peace. We have not 
used the ingenuity and courage 
of 
our 
forefathers in selling our ideals to the peo­ 
ple of the nation which, day-by-day, now 
looks like our almost certain enemy. 
We have been quite willing to pay the 
monev or grow the food, but we have said 
“Let George do it” when it came to dis­ 
rupting our pleasant way of life and going 
abroad to sell our ideals. Until we faced 
cill e emergency, many of us were not even 
willing to come to Washington to serve our 
government. 
It takes men with both ideals and will­ 
ingness to risk death to carry our concept 
of the dignity of man into some parts of 
Europe. Once that concept gets behind the 
Iron Curtain, the danger of war vanishes. 
But we have not realized this. Or, if we 
have, we have not 
worked 
at 
it 
hard 
en ou rh. 
While we have worked toward a better 
world hero ; t home, we have not entirely 
realized that in this modern day of A- 
b mbs end tie is-Atlantic rockets, this is 
not enough. 


I painful tasks that together spell the pre­ 
servation of liberty. 
None can escape this responsibility, nor 
tell himself his energy and ability are not 
required. Total effort is needed. 
The quality of a nation’s life is always 
measured by the sum of the millions of 
individual contributions to its well-being. 
Nothing is lost in this accounting. Never is 
this more true or more meaningful than 
when a country is struggling, as ours now 
is, for its very survival. 


Justice In America 
Has Real Meaning 
ALGER 
HISS, convicted perjurer and 
accused of traitorous conduct, 
has 
been permitted to remain free in $10,000 
bail until his perjury case is reviewed by 
the U. S Supreme Court. 
Hiss, 
found guilty of lying when he 
swore that he never gave government se­ 
crets to former 
Communist 
Whittaker 
Chambers, was sentenced to five years in 
prison on the perjury charge. 
The Hiss case provides a good basis for 
comparison in the matter of justice in this 
country and in Russia, the country which 
Hiss 
was 
benefitting while he was in 
the higher circles of American govern­ 
ment. 
The convicted perjurer has been given 
every right of American law—right of trial 
by jury, two of them in fact, right to be 
confronted by his accuser, right of ap- 
pe^Jj etc., etc., etc. 
That is the way it 
should be, of course. But in Russia, any 
person guilty of any of the offenses com­ 
mitted by Hiss, or even accused of such an 
offense, would be promptly brought before 
a firing squad or sent to a forced labor 
camp in Siberia. 
There certainly would be no simple five- 
year prison sentence and there would be 
no right to freedom for many months after 
conviction. 
In fact, 
no trial, 
no appeal. 
Just accusation and execution.

WASHINGTON — Trouble is continuing 
between Washington and Tokyo over Gen­ 
eral MacArthur^ faulty intelligence. Ever 
since MacArthur^ “bring the boys home 
by Christmas” statement and the failure 
to spot 200,000 Chinese Communists in 
North Korea, Washington has been skepti­ 
cal about the supreme commander’s 
in­ 
telligence reports. 
Because of this skepticism, it was hint­ 
ed, after the tragic retreat from 
North 
Korea, that MacArthur should replace his 
intelligence chief, Maj. Gen. Charles Wil­ 
loughby. However, this has not been done. 
Meanwhile 
MacArthur^ public state­ 
ments in Tokyo are frequently at complete 
variance with the 
confidential 
reports 
cabled back by his intelligence chief, and 
Washington, in turn, is puzzled as to which 
to believe. 
For instance, MacArthur estimated pub­ 
licly on Dec. 2 that there were about 500,- 
000 Chinese troops in Korea. (This was in 
direct contrast to his estimate just six days 
before that there were not enough Chinese 
in 
Korea 
to interfere with getting the 
boys home by Christmas.) On Dec. 4, how­ 
ever, MacArthur upped his estimate to 
more than one million Chinese in Korea 
or on the border, while on Dec. 15 he an­ 
nounced that “A bottomless well of Chi­ 
nese Communist manpower continues to 
flow into Korea.” 
OPPOSITE REPORTS 
However, this was not what his intelli­ 
gence chief was meanwhile cabling the 
joint chiefs of staff. On Dec. 6, just two 
days after MacArthur had announced his 
million-man Chinese army estimate, Gen­ 
eral Willoughby cabled as follows: 
“Units believed to be on Eighth army 
front are, west to east: elements 50th CCF 
(Chinese Communist field) army; 
ele­ 
ments 66th CCC army; 39th CCF army; 
40tn CCF army; 38th CCF army; 42nd CCF 
army.” 
If all these six Chinese armies were of 
full strength with no casualties—which is 
doubtful—the total Chinese force 
which 
^cnt the U. N. 8th army into a 120-mile 
retreat in less than two weeks was only 
96.000 men. 
Yet the U. N. 8th army had more than 
100.000 
front-line combat troops, 
not 
counting engineers and service troops be­ 
hind the lines. 
Thus it does not appear that the hordes 
of Chinese which MacArthur claimed, ac­ 
tually ore facing us. General Willoughby, 
of course, could be wrong, and this is one 
reason why the army department in Wash­ 
ington is puzzled. 
Since his early-December estimate. Gen­ 
eral Willoughby has increased his figures 
on Chinese over-all strength. But even the 
revised figures do not materially change 
the picture. Ile now estimates that the 
total Chinese strength in Korea facing not 
only the 8th army, but previously facing

beachhead is 285,000 plus 150,000 North 
Koreans. 
The size of the U. N. forces is a military 
secret, but it can be stated that they are 
somewhat more than the Chinese strength.

It 
was 
at 
noon on January I that 
Secretary of State Seward brought 
the emancipation proclamation to 
Die president for his signature. 
“I 
have 
been 
shaking hands 
since 9 o’clock this morning and 
my right hand is almost paralyz­ 
ed,” Lincoln told Seward. “If my 
name ever goes into history it will 
be for this act, and my whole soul 
is in it. If my hand trembles when 
I sign, all who examine the docu­ 
ment hereafter will say ‘He hesi­ 
tated.’ ” 
The president then affixed his 
signature to the paper and wrote 
firmly and steadily. An examina­ 
tion of the document today, in the 
archives ut .Vashington, 
reveals 
plainly that Lincoln did not “hes­ 
itate.”

The United States, accustomed 
to ranking itself pretty highly in 
the estimation of the world, has 
to content itself with being about 
sixth rate in the eyes of Father 
Time. He serves his new year to 
Australia, 
Asia, Africa, Europe, 
and most of South America before 
he gets around to the first U. C. 
citizens in Maine. Then for three 
more hours the people of Califor­ 
nia must munch the crusts and 
pick the bones of the old year be­ 
fore they receive a fresh helping 
of time: and the residents of Alas­ 
ka must wait tw'o hours more. 
When the new year is born it 


will be 7 a. rn. December 31, in 
eastern cities; 6 a. rn. in the cen­ 
tral 
time 
zone; 
5 a. rn. in the 
mountain zone; and 4 a. rn. in the 
Pacific Coast States. 
While the New Year celebra­ 
tions in all countries are basically 
similar, there are many interesting 
variations and special features. 
For example, in Great Britain 
the King’s honor list provides a 
large topic of conversation on New 
Year’s day, The wassail bowl is 
an 
important 
part 
of the New 
Year observance in England; and 
“open house” is generally kept in 
town as well as country. 
In Scotland, New Year’s Day is 
the most important festival of the 
year. Two. old customs, that of 
“first footing” and “hogmanay,” 
still are preserved and widely fol­ 
lowed. “First footing” is a mid­ 
night custom of New Year’s eve. 
The person who, first after the 
stroke of the new year, sets foot 
inside the house of a friend re­ 
mains 
the guest throughout the 
day and is the privileged friend 
throughout the year. “Hogmanay” 
also is a New Year’s Eve custom 
in which Scotland’s children go 
from house to house singing: 
“Hogmanay, Trollalay, 
Gie’s your white bread, 
And non o’ your grey.” 
In response the townsfolk give 
the 
children 
small oaten cakes, 
much favored. 
In 
France 
and Germany, the 
holiday 
normally 
is marked by 
festivities resembling those of this 
country. A gold coin is baked in 
a large cake by New Year’s cele­ 
brants in Greece. On New Year’s 
morning the cake is cut into as 
many slices as there are' members 
of tile family, and the one receiv­ 
ing the coin is considered to have 
much good luck in store for him. 
Huge 
bonfires 
are built by the 
peasants 
of 
Bulgaria 
as 
New 
Year’s greetings to their friends in 
nearby villages. 
In Sweden one notes that an an­ 
cient 
custom, 
still preserved, is 
that of high 
officials 
inscribing 
their names in a huge book at the 
royal palace. 
In 
Japan 
and China, ancient 
customs still prevail in the New 
Year’s celebrations. In Japan it is 
a time of cleansing and renova­ 
tion, 
of replacement of broken 
household articles, and of feasting. 
There are religious services, offi­ 
cial receptions, and many streets 
are gaily decorated and festooned. 
The age-old 
custom 
of 
selling 
“ropes 
of 
fortune,” supposed to 
ward off evil spirits, likewise has 
not bowed to the rn-reb of time.

FLYING AHEAD—Efforts to obtain air 
mail service to Escanaba and other Upper 
Peninsula communities has taken almost 
as long as it required for men to invent the 
airplane.

thankful. Before we look farther ahead in 
the closing days of 1950, suppose we take 
a look at a bit of prophecy by Edmund C. 
Stedman, reported in a book sent to us by 
Werner Vietzke of Rapid River. The book 
was published in lt>G4 at Beloit, Wis., some 
20 years before Orvile and Wilbur Wright 
conducted their first successful flight at 
Kitty Hawk, N. C. 
Under the heading “How we shall travel 
in the future,” Stedman predicts: 
“The 
air-shlp, at first, will be used 
for the transmission of the mails and 
light express packages, and especially 
for their swift conveyance over sea; but 
soon the more adventurous 
and 
reso­ 
lute, and finally, all classes of travelers, 
will avail themselves of the great pas­ 
senger acrobats, and enjoy the unsur­ 
passable luxury of flight, experiencing 
thrills of wonder and eestaey, and 
a 
sense of power, freedom, and safety, to 
which all former delights of travel may 
well seem tame by comparison.”

WITH 
PICTURES — The prophecy is 
printed beneath an artist’s conception of 
the “acrobat” of the future. 
As pictured, the airplane looks sus- 
clously similar to the fanciful drawings 
of the mysterious “flying saucers.” There 
are no wings. Small openings around the 
outer edge of the plane might 
indicate 
jet-engine exhausts, although two pro­ 
pellers are curiously situated on the bot­ 
tom of the disc-like “acrobat.” 
The older books always had a bit of 
poetry to express fanciful sentiments, and 
in the volume from Vietzke’s collection the 
poet has said: 
Aloft in vast unpeopled realms of light, 
The great ship moves majestic, swift 
and fair; 
A wingless bird, yet daring In Its flight, 
Finding its luminous way along the 
untraveled air.

TO THE FUTURE — The idea of flight 
like the birds for many centuries held the 
imagination of man. But all attempts at 
flying any craft heavier than air failed un­ 
til the gas-engine-powered plane was de­ 
veloped by the Wright brothers. 
The fascination of the “flying saucer” 
Is entirely understandable, 
although it 
may be no more than specks 
in 
the 
mind’s eye. 
Authorities have patiently 
denied their existence, while other folks 
keep right on seeing them and reporting 
them. 
So it has been for centuries past—what 
the experts describe as 
impossible 
the 
imaginative man brings to practical re­ 
alization. If there are no “flying saucers” 
now, someone will invent them.

THE 
PROPHECY—In 1911, just eight 
years after Kitty Hawk, Fred J. Wiseman 
made 
the 
first 
hcavier-than-air 
mail 
flight—14% miles in California. 
Seven years later in 1918 the first reg­ 
ularly scheduled air mail service was es­ 
tablished between Washington, D. C., and 
New York City. 
There 
followed 
many 
spectacular 
flights across the Atlantic Including the 
now-famous (but not the first) 
non­ 
stop of Charles A. Lindbergh In 1927. 
But Lindbergh’s was the first solo flight. 
Amelia Earhart did him one better a few 
years later, flying solo across both the 
Atlantic and the Pacific. 
The airplane became more widely used 
as it was perfected mechanically. Astound­ 
ing records in altitude 
(59,492 
feet 
in 
1948), in endurance (653 hours in 1935), 
and in non-stop distance 
(11,236 
miles 
from Australia to Columbus, O., by a U. S. 
Navy crew in 1946) are recorded. 
And 
out 
of the prophecy of 1884 
comes the reality of today, with air pas­ 
senger service now an accepted part of 
the international transportation system. 
To authorities in the field of aeronautics 
the air age is just beginlng. Man’s wish 
to fly has become an actuality.

CLEVELAND— (ZP) — A 
third 
potent hormone to fight arthritis 
and other diseases has been made 
synthetically. 
Called compound F, it comes na­ 
turally from the adrenal gland. 
The discovery of a practical way 
to make it by chemistry was re­ 
ported by Dr. Max 
Tishler 
of 
Merck & Co., to tho American As­ 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Science. 
Ill Effects Avoided 
Tests will start soon to learn if 
compound F is as good as or bet­ 
ter than the other two anti-arth­ 
ritis 
hormones, 
cortisone 
a n d 
ACTU, he said. There is hope it 
might be better. 
In particular, it is hoped it will 
avoid the ill effects that may re­ 
sult from big or long-continued 
doses of cortisone or ACTU. 
Both cortisone and ACTU bring 
amazing relief from the pains and 
swelling of rheumatoid arthritis, 
but the relief usually lasts only as 
long as the hormone is taken. They 
knock out the fever and may pre­ 
vent heart damage in rheumatic 
fever, have temporarily shrunk or 
halted some forms of cancer, and 
shows surprising results in burns 
and other diseases. 
Compound F showed compara­ 
ble effects in one case of arthri­ 
tis and one case of leukemia, or 
cancer of the blood. Tiny amounts 
of it were obtained by using ani­ 
mal adrenal glands, kept alive out­ 
side the animal’s body.

Based on a 1947 study of Mich­ 
igan highway needs, tile federa­ 
tion calls for ‘’not less than $36,- 
000,000 a year” in additional high­ 
way revenues for 15 years to fi­ 
nance a broad reconstruction pro­ 
gram, reclassification of all roads, 
drastic improvements in state and 


redistribution of highway money 
on the basis of 44 per cent to the 
state, 37 per cent to the counties 
and 19 per cent to municipalities. 
The federation turned down a 
proposal to ask the legislature to 
increase tile present 
three-cem 
gasoline tax to five cents and to 
boost weight taxes about 25 per 
cent.

brain, and it stimulates the adren­ 
al gland to turn out compound F, 
cortisone and other hormones. It 
is made synthetically 
from

pituitary glands of cattle.

Cape Cod Area Proud O f 


Cottage Bearing Name 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— Cape 
Cod and the house it gave Amer­ 
ica both hold major roles in the 
current 
nation-wide 
building 
boom. 
New buildings are mushroom­ 
ing along the 67-mile length of 
Massachusetts’ coastal playground 
In spite of the greatest constduc- 
tion activity cf its history, how­ 
ever, Cape Cod still takes pride in 
the originals—and 
most 
perfect 
examples—of the cottage 
which 
caught the interest of home-lov- 
ers across a continent, notes the 
National Geographic Society. 
These originals 
have 
set 
the 
pattern for thousands 
of 
small 
new houses—3,000 in one Massa­ 
chusetts development alone. Set­ 
tling on tho land from Maine to 
California and Duluth to New Or­ 
leans, the trim Cape Cods have 
an all-American quality 
which 
may well be the secret of their 
success. 
“Sober-looklng” Houses 
A mere 75 years after the Pil­ 
grims first touched 
soil 
of the 
New World at the Cape’s tip in 
1620, the Cape Cod cottage was an 
established part of the new Eng­ 
land, it was a distinctly American 
creation, developed by the first 
settlers in 
answer 
to 
climatic, 
material, and labor problems. 
Its basic 
design 
was 
simple, 
comfortable, and expandable. 
It 
consisted of a rectangular build­ 
ing a story and a half high, set 
close to the ground, and free 
of 
porches and 
other architectural 
i mbellishments distasteful to the 
Puritan 
nature. 
It could 
start 
small—as 
a 
“half 
house” 
or 
“three-quarter house”—and grow 
to a “full house with the increase 
in size and means of a family. 
It was, as Thoreau said, a “sob- 
er-lcoking” house, but it was also 
snug, sturdy, and beautiful in its 
proportions. A “full house” was 
distinguished by the position of 
the front door, centered on the 
long side and 
flanked 
by 
two 
windows. The dominant 
feature 
was a huge center chimney with 
three fireplaces—two smail ones 
for the parlor and m aster bed 
room on the front and a big one 
for the combination kitchen, din­ 
ing and living room on the back. 
Although the house style seem­ 
ed ideal for New England, it did 
not spread 
rapidly 
across 
the 
country until the 1920’s. Then, in 
the exploitation of Cape Cod as a 
summer resort, promoters recog­ 
nized the charm and economy of 
the native cottage. Hundreds were 
built to accommodate the influx of 
summer vacationers. 
These visitors carried the vision 
of the Cape Cod house back with 
them and. during depression days 
of the 1930’s were especially at­ 
tracted by its low 
construction 
cost. As the cottage grew in favor, 
changes in its design were effect­ 
ed for 
modern 
living. 
Dormer 
windows 
and 
extra 
bathrooms 
v/ere added, summer kitchens be­ 
came breezeways, and 
carriage 
rooms were converted to garages.

WASHINGTON—II I had just 
one wish to make for the infant 
year of ’51, it would be that tile 
Hying saucer business turns out 
to be provably 
true, 
and

some space-ship would 
land in 
every major capital of the world. 
These snips would be of a radi­ 
cal design unknown to man, as 
we know man. They would be 
lueled by an undiscovered fuel 
They would be 
composed

strange metals. And they would 
disgorge a covey of 
little 
men 
equipped with radar eyes, sonar 
ears, and tiny rocket guns. They 
would be about two feet 
high, 
and their color woqjd be bright 
gi’een. 
Remembering back 
to 
Orson 
Welles’ noble experiment a de­ 
cade ago, when he dramatized the 
landing of the 
Martians, 
I 
am 
quite sure that ail human beings 
would have the hell scared out of 
them. The 
Russians 
would 
be 
panic-stricken, and so would the 
Chinese and the Americans and 
the British. 
Reds Go To Mars 
They would 
probably 
be 
so 
scared that they would knock off 
the current stupidities of chop­ 
ping up each other, in order to 
band against an unknown enemy 
—who might very well be a nice 
fellow, green 
or not 
green. 
In 
this 
case 
the 
Russians 
woula 
eagerly set about plans for the 
infiltration of Mars, or which­ 
ever planet the little men 
came 
from, and would turn all their 
skills away from mere 
earth in 
order to raise the living standards 
of Martians. 
It seems to me that mankind Is 
ripe for a big scare—the sudden 
threat of extinction for 
every­ 
body, before we fritter away the 
nice place that 
the 
world 
has 
been, is, and can be. And I think 
the space ship from the wild blue 
could probably provide that big 
scare. 
This would be outside the realm 
of the generals and the politicians 
and the physicists, the economists 
and planners and 
professors 
of 
everything. This would be some­ 
thing new—newer than television, 
newer than the jet plane—and 
shockingly 
frightening

Our fear being equalled

by our curiosity, we could then

WASHINGTON— (NEA)—Mil­ 
itarily, the United States and its 
United Nations allies are walking 
on a narrow ridge trail in Korea. 
They can fall off this trail in 
two ways. If they fall to one side, 
they get overinvolvement 
in

general Asian war. The United 
States could get involved in such 
a war in five minutes if it chose. 
For while the Russians may not 
be ready to start one of their own 
accord, events in 
Korea 
prove 
they are willing to risk such a war. 
They won’t back down from it if 
it should come. 
If the United Nations fall off 
their narrow military trail to the 
other side, it would mean evacua­ 
ting Korea and trying to pretend 
that the 
Communist 
aggression 
there simply didn’t exist. 
One of these courses of action 
is probably as dangerous as the 
other. Allowing the Reds to take 
over in Korea means that they 
will then take over in Indo-China, 
the rest of southeast 
Asia, 
or 
wherever they will. That is why 
it is maintained that General Mac­ 
Arthur’s forces must hang on and

What it involves is 
trying to keep the Korean 
war 
from spreading to bigger war, un­ 
til the anti-Communists are better 
prepared for it, or are strong en­ 
ough to prevent it. 
The prospect for this kind of 
holding action is dark, but not as 
hopeless as some people would 
make it. There 
is 
considerable 
military opinion that a beachhead 
can be held in Sotith Korea, even 
against superior' Chinese Commu­ 
nist numbers. 
It’s Not An Easy Trail 
It will take guts, but American 
military leaders and their forces 
have the determination to hang on, 
if the home front will stand for 
the casualty reports. Assuming 
Communist casualties of even ten 
or more to every one UN casualty, 
it becomes a costly war of attrition. 
Red Army tacticians have an 
utter disregard for the lives of 
their own troops, and the Russians 
seem willing to 
sacrifice their 
satellites to the last man. So Korea 
may not be such a bad spot in 
which to destroy Communist arm­ 
ies at a minimum cost. 
What is needed more than any­ 
thing else is a United Nations de­ 
cision that the anti-Communist 
countries must send more troops 
and equipment to 
support 
the 
Korean defense. 
There has been no indication 
that the British, Canadian, Turkish 
or other UN countries want to pull 
their troops out of Korea in the 
face of a worsening situation. The 
difficulty seems to be 
that 
the 
United States and all its allies do 
not have the reserves of trained 
and equipped troops ready for ac­ 
tive duty as 
replacements 
for 
General MacArthur. 
Demands for equipment 
have 
been so great that the U. S does 
not have enough for its own new 
divisions being formed and for 
new divisions being called up in 
Europe. Australia and New Zea­ 
land demobilized so far that they 
have to begin rearming all over 
again. 
Chinese Nationalist troops 
on 
Formosa, about whom there has 
been so much 
controversy, 
are 
short of equipment in most units. 
The major consideration on use of 
these troops, however, is whether 
it would not lead to an all-out war 
against Red China. And again, the 
equipment does not exist to sup­ 
ply such a war. 
Fighters Need Weapons 
One of the greatest sources of 
manpower 
for 
General 
Mac­ 
Arthur^ replacements has been 
South Korea itself. As President 
Rhee has pointed out, there are 
400,000 young South Koreans will­ 
ing and able to serve if they can 
be given arms. 
It is not generally appreciated, 
but the South Koreans have added 
one division a 
month 
to their 
forces, ever since July. Also, some 
7000 South Korean replacements 
were put right into the U. S. Sev­ 
enth division, on “buddy” train­ 
ing system, just before the In­ 
chon landing. 
A question most frequently ask­ 
ed by the American public is why 
Manchurian bases of the Chinese 
Communist armies haven’t been 
bombed. This was entirely a mili­ 
tary decision—not a State Depart­ 
ment appeasement directive, 
as 
has been reported. 
When 
Chinese 
Communist 
troops entered the war, there was 
a great hue and 
cry 
to 
bomb 
Manchuria and China. The reason 
this was not done was that if U. 
S. planes had 
bombed 
Chinese 
bases, it could have brought the 
Russian Air Force into the war. 
The 
Russians 
could 
probably 
have thrown more planes into the 
war than the United Nations. They 
could have destroyed allied air 
superiority. 
On the other side of the picture, 
it may be asked why the Russians 
didn’t do this anyway, to win a 
quick victory. They may still do 
it. But when they do, it will mean 
a swift retaliatory 
bombing 
of 
Russian and Chinese cities. Both 
sides have been willing to fight on 
this stand-off strategy, as long as 
they could, to avoid an all-out 
world war.

Childish To Fix Date 
Sad 
to 
report, 
psychologists 
and psychiatrists see little 
hope 
for my friend and 
his 
resolve. 
The trouble, 
they said, 
is that 
he’s depending for support on the 
magic of Jan. I, instead of the 
power of his own decision. 
“The great majority 
of 
New 
Year’s resolutions simply are not 
kept,” said one psychiatrist, 
Dr. 
Frederic Wertham. 
“It is 
a bit 
childish to fix some date, like this 
holiday that has nothing 
to do 
with your personal life, to change 
some habit. 
“In making New Year’s resolu­ 
tions, people are looking for some 
magic reinforcement by connect­ 
ing it with a general date. They 
also have 
some group 
feeling, 
knowing that other people 
are 
making the same kind of resolu­ 
tions. 
“But they are using the wrong 
crutch. The road to hell is pav­ 
ed with New Year’s resolutions 
1hat weren’t kept. 
“There’s a simple remedy. 
If 
you want to change a habit, start 
now, at the very 
moment 
you 
make up your mind you want to 
do it. 
“In putting it off until some 


future date, you are only fooling 
yourself. You get 
the 
satisfac­ 
tion of thinking you have settled 
the problem, but it usually won’t 
work. You just weaken your de­ 
cision.” 
Faith Helps 
For hangovers, 
there 
are as 
many popular remedies as for the 
common cold.'Maybe faith in your 
pet remedy helps. 
There’s the 
pick-me-up “Hair 
of the Dog” school, ranging from 
a cold beer to a black velvet of 
half champagne and half stout, 
and fancier concoctions of gin, 
tomato juice, lemon juice, Wor­ 
cestershire 
sauce, pepper and 
salt and ice. 
There are devotees of black 
coffee, tomato juice and bitters, 
even of a small slug of straight 
vinegar. 
Science has no elixir or pana­ 
cea to cure hangovers. The few 
biochemical studies of hangovers 
have been concerned mainly with 
true alcoholics. 
For them the 
hangover usually is “a brief and 
very painful state of conscious­ 
ness 
between 
two 
periods 
of 
stupor,” says Dr. 
Giorgio Lolli, 
medical director of the Yale Plan 
Clinic, one headquarters for re­ 
search on alcoholism. 
For the occasional drinker and 
New Year’s Eve victim, he sug­ 
gests four helpful steps, depend­ 
ing upon the need. 
1. Most important is sleep 
or 
rest, the tragedy being if duty or 
bright-eyed children say a mon­ 
strous no. 
2. A long, relaxing lukewarm 
bath. 
3. Aspirin won’t do any harm. 
4. Neither will fruit juices do 
any harm, and they might help 
a bit too-

LANSING — (ZP) — In its most 
startling report yet, a state “Little 
Hoover Commission” sub - com­ 
mittee has recommended aboli­ 
tion of the Michigan’s 
massive 
revenue department and the ap­ 
pointment of the state treasurer 
and auditor general, now elective 
officials. 
Dr. Irving Tenner, Chicago fis­ 
cal consultant 
operating 
as 
a 
“task force” for the commission, 
recommended that the auditor 
general be appointed by the legis­ 
lature and the state treasurer by 
the governor. 
Would Increase Income 
He proposed making the rev­ 
enue department a branch of the 
state treasury and the consolida­ 
tion of many other fiscal agen­ 
cies in the treasury. 
Tenner said the state’s tax and 
revenue collecting 
agencies 
are 
not getting all the money they 
should. He said if his recommen­ 
dations were followed state in­ 
come would be increased $3,400,- 
000 a year. 
He also pointed to 
what 
he 
said was widespread duplication 
of work and unnecessary expen­ 
ditures by state agencies. He cit­ 


ed savings of $225,000 a year in 
certain 
recommendations 
and 
others in which the savings were 
not estimated. 
The report, not yet considered 
by the full commission, said the 
state treasury should continue its 
present function of holding and 
investing money, but should ab­ 
sorb the state 
revenue 
depart­ 
ment, the gasoline tax division of 
the department of state and tho 
state board of escheats. 
Waste Examples Cited 
Also, 
it 
said, 
the 
treasury 
should create a division of local 
government to handle the work 
now done by the municipal fin­ 
ance 
commission, 
the 
county 
auditing division, the tax division 
and 
county settlements division 
of the auditor general’s depart­ 
ment. 
The report recommended the 
creation of a division of licensing 
and regulation in the treasury to 
handle the licensing job for the 
myriad of small boards now reg­ 
ulating various trade 
and 
pro­ 
fessional groups. 
The report recommended aboli­ 
tion of the board of tax appeals, 
saying it did not have enough 


work to do. 
Among the examples of waste 
and duplication cited by the re­ 
port were these: 
Gasoline distributors are allow­ 
ed by law an excessive deduction 
for evaporation losses, amounting 
to a state loss of $1,100,000 
a 
year. 
The $50-a-month sales tax ex­ 
emption allowed merchants costs 
the state $2,000,000 a year. 
Mach Interest Lost 
The one per cent rebate allow­ 
ed cigarette dealers for collecting 
the state cigarette tax costs the 
state $22,000 a year. 
The state loses $95,000 a year 
—$14,000 more than the entire 
treasury costs to operate now — 
by failing to obtain interest on 
$7,600,000 in dormant bank ac­ 
counts. 
The state could save nearly $8,- 
000 a year by requiring finance 
companies to pay the cost of ex­ 
amining their accounts. 
Counties should be required to 
pay part of the cost of their an­ 
nual audit by the state. 
The state could eliminate more 
than 560,000 copies of duplicate 
forms. 
The state should not pay the 
premiums on surety bonds for gas 
dealers at a cost of $32,500 to in­ 
sure gas tax collections, but if it 
does it should place the insur­ 
ance itself and save 
$22,000 
a 
year. 
About $61,000 in surety bond 
premiums 
on 
the 
employes 
could be saved if the state car­ 
ried its own risks; in eight years 


the state has collected lo * than 
$2,000 a year. 
Work Duplicated 
The state should 
abolish 
its 
$5,000,000 
fire 
insurance 
Hind 
covering state property and ab­ 
sorb any losses. 
The state treasury should no* 
be allowed to buy and sell almost 
$48,000,000 worth of short term 
securities in one 
year 
without 
control or knowledge of any other 
agency, declaring this a “potenti­ 
ally dangerous situation.” 
Dr. Tenner, 
throughout 
the 
report, hammered at 
the 
con­ 
tinued practice 
of 
having 
the 
auditor general audit his own op­ 
erations and said he 
should 
be 
limited 
exclusively 
to 
the 
auditing of other state agencies, 
extirely removed from any ad­ 
ministrative authority. 
He pointed to scores of exam­ 
ples of expensive duplication 
of 
work and equipment among fis­ 
cal agencies.
